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World Drifting Into Certain War, 


Asserts Clark Howell Woodward ., . 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
Taking note of “explosive possibili- 
ties” in international conditions, 
Rear Admiral Clark H. Woodward 
of the navy's policy-shaping general 
board, asserted flatly tonight that 
the world “is as surely drifting into 
another conflict as it was in 1915.” 

Woodward told the national pa- 
trietic council that properly pre- 
pared military forces were the best 
guarantees for security and peace, 
adding: 

“In our particular case, naval in- 
feriority of the United States is more 
dangerous to world peace than any 
increase that may be proposed.” 

The United States is willing and 
ready to reduce armaments propor- 
tionately with other nations, the ad- 
miral said, but “dependence on dis- 


armament in the existing temper of | 


mankind is the quintessence of human 
folly.”

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Family Bars Officers 
From Kidnap Search 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—(?)—The 
family of Lewis Esposito, 23-year-old 
Bronx law student and son of a well- 
to-do wholesale junk dealer, today 
barred police and federal agents from 
their home as they awaited word 
from their son's kidnapers. 

_Esposito disappeared Monday eve- 
ning and his car was later found 
abandoned seven miles from his home. 

At one of his two junk vards, the 
father, Anthony Esposito, told report- 
ers: 

“I keep police away. I tell every- 
body ‘Keep away.’

Testimony Barred That 
Stocks Bought at $5,000,- 
000 Were Booked at 
$14,264,442. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—(4)}—The gov- 
ernment sought by charts, diagrams 
and expert testimony today to put 
the mass of figures already intro- 
duced in the mail fraud trial of Sam- 
uel Insull and 16,co-defendants into 
an equation which would return an 
answer of “guilty.”

Youth Gets 10-Year Sentence 
For Threatening Edsel Ford 


DETROIT, Oct. 17.—(4)—A youth 
of 20, who admitted in federal court 
he had written Edsel B. Ford that 
“vou are on the spot and if you want 
to live it will cost you $5,000,” was 
indicted, arraigned, pleaded’ guilty, 
and sentenced to 10 years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth in 
one of the speediest moving cases In 
United States district court records 
here today. 

The youth, Edward Lickwala, was 
arrested last night, but the fact was 
kept secret until this morning, when 
William Larson, chief of the depart- 
ment of justice investigation bureau 
here, announced he had confessed aft- 
er his handwriting had been found to 
correspond with that in the extortion 
note. 

The sentence imposed by Federal 
Judge Edward J. Moinet, was under 
the recently amended “Lindbergh law,” 
and was just one-half the maximum 
provided by that statute.

“T never meant to kill him; I just

The letter addressed to Ford was 
written on October 8 and demanded 
that $5,000 “in $5 and $10 bills” be 
placed on the porch of a house in 
Medbury avenue, on Detroit's east 
side, about 10 miles from the Edsel 
Ford home. Ford turned the letter 
over to the department of justice de- 
spite the threat “if you let police 
know you will be killed.” 

Federal agents placed a dummy 
package at the designated spot, but 
it was not called for, and last night, 
Larson said, Lickwala approached one 
of his agents saying he had informa- 
tion which might help them. He was 
immediately arrested and confessed, 
Larson said, when his handwriting 
was shown to correspond with that 
in the letter.

More Success in Plastic Surgery 


BOSTON, Oct. 17.—(7)—A method 
of the body to another to improve 
plastic surgery was described to the 
American College of Surgeons here 
tonight by Sir Harold Gillies, London 
surgeon. 

A steadily rising tide in cures of 
cancer was reported by a large group 
of surgeons in a symposium on malig- 
nant diseases. 

The detouring of skin is one of the 
latest bits of skill. By its use skin, 
without ever losing its living counec- 
tion with the patient's own blood sup- 


ply, can be taken from virtually any | 


part of the body, even from the back, 
and transferred anywhere else. 

Ry this method skin has been tak 
en from the outside of the body and 
detoured to interior cavities to save 
life. 

The detour trip across or lengthwise 
of the body takes six to nine weeks. 
The method is known to surgeons as 
the tubed pedicle flap. The “flap” 
looks like the handle of a valise. 

To use it for detouring abdominal 
skin to the face a square section of 
abdominal skin is first loosened along 
two opposite sides. It is lifted and 
rolled into the form of a valise handle. 
Its other two ends remain attached 
to their original sites. 

This handle or flap remains fully 
alive, nourished by blood vessels at 
each end, until it gets accustomed to 
its semi-independent form of life. 

Next one end of the flap is cut free 
and grafted to the forearm, which can 
he placed near the abdomen. Mean- 
while the other end of the flap re- 
mains connected to the abdomen. Over 
a period of several weeks the skin gets 
accustomed to this change, the first 
step in its detour. Similar moves are 
made until the skin reaches its ulti- 
mate destination and is restored to 
normal flat position. —

Anti-Noise. 


London and Paris are both in the 
midst of an anti-noise campaign, chief- 
ly directed against the horn-blowing 
automobilist.

It is the devil’s own 
infernal din all the blessed day long, 
confounding God's works and His 
creatures—a truly awful hell-like 
combination, and worst of all is the 
railway whistle, like the screech of 
10,000 cats, and every cat of them 
as big as a cathedral.”

“SOMETHING BIG” WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—No one has 


paid much attention to these industrial 
and financial big fellows who have been casually dropping into 
the White House singly or in twos and threes during the last few 
weeks. 

They come out very tight-lipped and offer some excuse for 
their presence which usually is not worth printing. When anyone 
asks the president about it, he laughs off the question and starts 
talking about something else. 

The truth behind it is that, without any fanfare, Mr. Roosevelt 
started out six weeks ago at Hyde Park to see every prominent 
business leader in the country. He has seen about 60 so far and 
before he gets through he will have seen them all. 

You may take the word of one near the: top who-knows that 
the president is not merely sounding out opinion or trying to quiet 
the business element. He has what the boys upstairs call ‘‘some- 
thing big’? in mind to start things going. 


GUESSES You cannot find out from his callers what it is, even 

if they talk in their sleep. The president is very 
cagey with them. He asks a great many questions about a great 
many things. They cannot tell what particular things he is serious 
about. 

They suspect that the money situation may be in the back of 
his mind, but if he follows any of the advice he has received he 
will proceed toward a more stable money policy instead of a more 
inflationary one. For instance, they are inclined to believe he may 
be getting ready to stabilize or more definitely approach stabiliza- 
tion. 

The idea of a silver devalyation commensurate with the gold 
devaluation still seems to be fairly good. ‘There might even be a 
slight further gold devaiuation. If so, such steps would probably 
be accompanied by an announcement of a permanent stabilization 
at the new levels. 

These things are, of course, merely expert guesses, but at least 
they reflect a new line of thought. 

One thing is certain. Whatever is ultimately decided on and 
announced will be designed to be good for business. 


WHEN? No one believes that what the president has in mind 
refers only to money. Likewise no one knows defi- 
nitely when he will spring it. 

Something may come at his October 24 speech to the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association. The speech has not yet been written. 
When he called off the radio broadcasting arrangements for it, he 
did not intend to say much, but there are indications that he may 
now be changing his mind.

endeavoring to correct. 

“I refer in general to the policy 
of a country seeking solely to in- 
crease its own exports and to lessen 
its imports. One of the most indefen- 
sible practices whereby such a policy 
is introduced into trade agreement 
negotiations is that of artificially 
raising the tariff rates or other re- 
strictions against the importation of 
goods which are to be the subject of 
forthcoming or early negotiations, 
shortly before these negotiations are 
to be undertaken. 

Familiar Trick. 

“The commercial world has long 
been familiar with this practice of 
‘padding the price’ in order to make 
an apparent concession by a subse- 
quent reduction. Whether resorted to 
by individuals or nations it has never 
in the long run produced other than 
one result—loss of the fair-minded 
customer and the most worthwhile 
trade. 

“It should be obvious that no bar- 
gaining program, based upon a sin- 
cere effort for an all-around reduc- 
tion of trade barriers, can succeed 
in the face of such practices. Little 
is gained at best by bargaining un- 
der those circumstdnces, but on the 
contrary increased harm will result 
if the ‘padded’ restrictions are left 
standing by the break-down of nego- 
tiations. Failure to agree .undef 
such circumstances is certainly not 
an. improbability in the light of hu- 
man experience.”

Mrs, Robinson was arraigned and | 
held in $50,000 bond here late today | 
on a warrant charging conspiracy to | 
kidnap Mrs. Stoll. Hearing in the! 
case was set for October 26, by Unit- | 
ed States Commissioner Dailey. Mrs. 
Robinson demanded an attorney and | 
was told that would be arranged later. | 

The warrants asserted that ‘Thom- 
as Henry Robinson Jr., alias John 
W. Ward, alias Thomas W. Kennedy, 
Mrs. Frances Robinson and Thomas 
Henry Robinson Sr., unlawfully, wil- 
fully and feloniously did kidnap, aid 
and abet each other in the kidnaping | 
of Mrs. Alice Speed Stoll.” 

To Ask Death.

Declarer’s ace. Mr. Bibb now tackled 
the spade suit, both to set up win- 
ning tricks and to get some sort of.

East held up his ace on the 
first spade but won the second, West. 
discarding the diamond six. East, 
after winning the spade ace, continued, 
with the diamond suit. despite his 
partner's discard. Mr. Bibb was now 
sure of seven tricks. He knew he 
could set up one more in clubs, but 
to fulfill his contract at least one ad- 
ditional heart was needed. Further- 
more, Mr. Bibb knew that extra tricks 
were of considerable importance be- 
cause the hand was played in a match 
point duplicate game. 

Before actually piaying hearts the 
Declarer stopped and took stocks 
Knowing the opening lead of the dia-' 
mond deuce to be honest, he decided 
that West held only a four-card suit 
in diamonds in addition to the single- 
ton spade. Since West was a high- 
ly conventional type of player, Mr 
Bibb reasoped that the West hand. 
could not contain a five-card suit a® 
that would have been chosen as thé 
opening lead in preference to the dia- 
mond. Therefore, the West hand was 
read as having originally held a 4-4-4-1 
distribution. 

Accordingly, Mr. Bibb, after win- 
ning the diamond king in Dummy, re~ 
turned to his own hand with a spade.’ 
He now laid down the king of hearts 
and led the heart 8. Not suspecting 
that a double finesse was about to be 
taken, West did not cover. (Even had 
West covered, three-odd, of course, 
could not have been defeated.) After 
the eight was allowed to hold the 
trick, the deuce was led, a _ second 
finesse taken, and the entire suit run. 
As a result, the Declarer made five 
heart tricks, three spade tricks and 
two diamond tricks for four no-trump 
and a top-score on the board. This 
result was achieved merely by sound 
card reading. The moment that the. 
West hand is marked for four hearts, 
the play of the king is indicated, 
and when no high card drops from 
the East hand, the double finesse must

Road Fund Pay for Veterans 


Indorsed by U. 


D. C. President 


GRIFFIN, Ga... Oct. 17.—(#)—The 
Georgia chapter, United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, today were urged by 
Mrs. T. W. Reed, of Athens, presi- 
dent, to support a bill in the next 
state legislature to pay back Con- 
federate pensions out of highway 
money set aside’ in the state treasury 
by Governor Talmadge. 

Governor Talmadge has announced 
that approximately $2,000,000 would 
be available by the time the legisla- 
ture meets in January to pay school 
teachers, Confederate veterans and 
their widows, and to go toward paying 
other past due obligations of the 
state. 

Want Widows Admitted. 


Endorsing a movement to have the 
Confederate Soldiers’ home in Atlanta 
thrown open to the widows of veterans, 
Mrs. Reed declared in her annual re- 
port, delivered before the state con- 
vention here, that the care of veterans 
and their widows was the most im- 
portant work of the state division. 

During the year, she said, U. D. C. 
membership in Georgia has increased 
and a new chapter was organized at 
Jonesboro. The president visited 20 
chapters, keeping close contact with 
60 units in the state organization.

ETHICS AT BRIDGE. 

There is no card game that offers 
more opportunities for unethical con- 
duct than the game of contract bridge. 
Being the last transition of the whist 
family, it carries all the traditions of 
it’s illustrious ancestor, whist. 

Whist was conceived by sportsmen, 
played by sportsmen and the rules 
of the game propounded by sportsmen. 
They probably recognized that, being a 


open to cheating. Hence it was never 
popular with gamblers and crooked 
card players. 

But unfortunately for the  higa 
standards of the game those who like 
to play it when it is clothed with all 
the factors that go to make up u 
throughly sporting game, there are

No one knowingly plays with cheats. 
So the medium of cheating openly is 
curtailed to a large extent. The rules

Fortunately, duplicate bridge treats 
the unethical player in a sterner fash- 
ion that it’s kinsman—rubber bridge. 
If you play in a tournament and your 
rights are jepordized by some un- 
ethical remark, gesture or hesitation 
on the part of your opporents, you 
have redress to the referee and are 
either awarded a neutral score or get 
a neutral score plus the fine in match 
points that is assessed against the 
unethical opponents. 


Many players, who are strictly hon- 


is no better than downright cheating. 

It might not be amiss at this june- 
ture to set forth a few of the things 
that are not covered by the rules of 
rubber bridge, but which come under 
the general heading of violation of 
ethics, 

Hesitation, both in bidding and play, 
probably takes first rank under un- 
ethical conduct. My partner and I 
have reached a contract of four hearts. 

he opponent on my right bids four 
spades. I now go into a long seance 
and with a deep sigh, or maybe with 
no sigh at all, I pass. I have told my 
partner in sO many words that I am 
on the border line between a double 
and a five heart bid. I am at fault 
and should be penalized. At duplicate 
all my opponents would have to do

the case of my long hesitation and E 
would be forced to either bid or double. 

We all know the type of player 
who hesitates in the play of the cards. 
He may carry it so far as to hesitate 


with a singleton in his hand. Then ? 


there is the player who shows disgust 
at a bid of his partner when he want- 
ed to double the bid of the opposition, 
The loud bids and the weak bids, 
showing strong hands or weak hands. 
Then who has not played against 
players who, when they think they 
have a hand murdered, yell 
“double” as if they were calling hogs 
on a one-borse farm. Calling atten- 
tion to the score and giving undue 
emphasis to the play of a certain card 
sours under the head of unethical cone 
duct.

And now we come to a point that ? 


is often discussed and in which there 
are arguments both for and against 
it being ethical, namely, the watching 
of an opponents hand to see from 
which position a card is drawn. While 
this practice is followed in many 
tournaments, it is not considered ethi- 
cal. The opponents of this 
might argue that it is an opponent’s 
business to mix his, or her, cards and 
not give a clew as to the distribu- 
tion of the hand. But just the same, 
it is considered unethical. Many 
times a tremendous advantage can be 
gained from watching where a card 
is drawn. Many a doubleton or sin- 
gleton has been discovered by keen- 
eyed players who watch closely and 
see whether it is the second, third or 
first card from the end that an op- 
ponent plays to a certain trick. 


It is also highly unethical in a 
duplicate tournament to play a hand 
on which you have, even innocently, 
received information. Many times in 
a tournament, especially when tables 
are close together, it is impossible for 
players at one table to help overs 
hearing what was bid and made on a 
hand at the adjoining table. The only 
right thing to do under those condi- 
tions is to call the referee when that 
hand is met and state to him that you 
have received information about it 
and ask for a neutral score. That may 
be hard on you and your partner as 
you were the innocent victims, but 
never-the-less to play the hand when 
you know what can be bid and made 
is nothing short of plain cheating. 


This is a slightly different case 
from one where some talkative player 
confides to you about a certain hand 
which you have not played. The giver 
of this unwelcome, and I assume ‘it is 
unwelcome, information should be re- 
ported to the referee and fined. Then 
the board is not played and a neutral 
score is awarded. Naturally it is a 
different situation when a player de- 
liberately seeks information. That 
type of player will naturally not re- 
port the instance. The only thing to 
do with his class is bar him from 
future tournament play. 


_ As this writer has often said, there 
is no game more delightful when play- 
ed propertly, with all rules enforced 
and a high standard of ethics encoun- 
tered, than duplicate bridge. There is 
no game as terrible if unethical prac-

GETS REVENGE 
QN NEW BODY 


Southern Conference Is- 
sues Challenge to Su- 
premacy in 1934. 


By Garnett D. Horner, 


United Press Staff Correspondent. 

It appears that members of the old 
Southern conference are offering a 
definite challenge to supremacy of the 
upstart Southeastern conference in 
Dixie football this year. 

It was two years ago this winter 
that 13 colleges, grouped more or less 
closely together in the mid-south, 
withdrew from the unwieldly old 
Southern conference to form the 
Southeastern circuit. This left 10 
schools in the seaboard states in the 
parent body. 

The new organization, dubbed the 
“Big 13” by sports writers, celebrated 
its first season last year by establish- 
ing definite superiority in inter-con- 
ference grid tests with Southern con- 
ference elevens. 

The 1933 inter-conference combat 
saw 19 games played. One was a 
scoreless tie, but the other 18 South- 
eastern conference elevens scored 14 
victories to only four for representa- 
tives of the parent circuit. 

Total scores bear out the supremacy 
of the “Big 13” elevens which rolled 
up a total of 316 points against 91 
scored by Southern teams in the in- 
ter-conference contests. 

Fifteen games between representa- 
tives of the two circuits were sched- 
uled this season and the seven played 
thus far give the parent. organization 
the right to claim at least equal power 
with the “Big 13.” 
that the standings in the inter-confer- 
ence strife will remain somewhere 
near even at the end of the season. 

Southeastern elevens have won four 
games to three for the Southern con- 
ference teams so far, but trail, 68 
to 58, in total points scored.

GRAND JURY DISCUSSES.

Merger of Three Courts, Ex- 
pansion of Municipal Tri- 
bunal Considered. 


Proposed changes in the judicial 
system of Fulton county were dis< 
cussed Wednesday at a special meeting 


of the grand jury, which may include 
recommendations for radical changes 
when its presentments are made. 

Among the suggested changes dis 
cussed, most of which have been ad- 
vocated for some time by the legal 
associations, include a merger with 
“ulton superior court of city court and 
criminal court of Atlanta, expansion 
of the jurisdiction of municipal court 
to include misdemeanor offenses, the 
establishment of a court of domestie 
relations, and a plan by which munici- 
pal court judges would run “against 
their records” without opposition, and 
if defeated, their successors appointed 
from three nominees of the Atlanta 
Bar Association. 

The idea of providing for an execu- 

tive head for the superior court alsa 
was discussed, as was the proposal 
that judges’ salaries be fixed by the 
legislature. Such salaries are now 
fixed by the legislature as to the 
amount paid by the state, and are sup- 
plemented by vote of the county com- 
missioners.
